The meeting opened with a 
report from Principal Lamar 
Foley on the status of the 
athletic fund. Foley reported 
that the fund started off with 
$11,116.45 in the hole and at 
present was $425.22 ahead. 
He noted, however, that over 
$5,000 in bills were unpaid 
and that this is the year of 
the big games (Enterprise, Opp 
and Andalusia) that bring in 
most of the revenue. 

The Board voted to borrow 
$35,000 to pay current bills 
and authorize the chairman to 
borrow money to cover cash: 
items when needed. Super- 
intendent Elmer Taylor ex- 
plained that alloted state 
funds do not come in as fast 
as the money is expended, but 
by the end of the year it would 
catch up. He said that in 
past years, the Board hada sur- 
plus to cover this lag, but this 
no longer exists. 


Also, teachers will get their 
December pay on December 17 
to allow them the money for 
Christmas shopping. 


Taylor reported that the 
application for a new  lunch- 
room and two classrooms had 
been submitted and was in 
Atlanta. He had no informa- 
tion about the possibility of 
getting federal funding for the 
project. 


The Board approved monies 
for the libraries of the three 
Elba schools as_ provided for 
in the budgets. The high 
school and elementary school 
will get $15500 each and the 
middle school was _ allotted 
$1,200. 


The purchase of a CB radio 
for use on band and football 


trips was approved by the 
Board. The Board was told 
that another unit was to be 


purchased for the use of these 
students also.

BICENTENNIAL TOUR ENTERPRISE - BOSTON

The Trailway Bus left the parking lot of the First 
Methodist Church with 45 passengers. Rev. and Mrs.

The first stop was Holiday Inn, Troy, where Mrs.

Pass in Montgomery was the breakfast stop. Here Ro- 
bert Flournoy, a SUPER DRIVER joined the group. 

Night found us in Henderson, N.C. From Henderson 
our destination was Jamestown, Va. After a tour of 
the Festival Park we proceeded to Williamsburg. | It 
was in this small town that pioneer leaders risked their 
lives and fortunes to help lay the foundation of the Amer- 
ican political system which finally became a model of 
our Independence. The documents written there still 
govern and protect Americans. 

On to Richmond the highlight there was historical 
St. John’s Church. Here Patrick Henry delivered his 
famous speech that ended “give me liberty or give me 
death.” Pocahontas was married in this famous church 
too. 

The gates were open when we reached Mount Vernon 
There were hundreds of tourist. 1 had the pleasure 
of touring this historical mansion with two lovely young 
ladies from Scotland They were most impressed with 
America’s Bicentennial 

Next came Washington, D.C. the Capitol - one of 
America’s most beautiful and historical cities, The 
city of Washington is a symbol of our country’s unity, 
history, and democrati¢ traditions. 

Some places of interest were The Library of Con- 
gress - the world’s largest library. Its collection con- 
sists of more than 60 million items. The tallest struc- 
ture in the city is Washington's Monument. The Lincoln 
Memorial, a temple-like white monument honors Abraham 
Lincoln Among the cherry trees at the edge of the 
Tidal Basin is Jefferson's Memorial. 

Not: far away is the most magnificent building, the 
capitol. It houses 540 rooms filled with paintings, 
sculptures, carvings, and every work of art along with 
the gorgeous furnishings.

The wind was brisk and cold when we reached the 
White House After we were searched we had a whirl- 
wind tour of the five rooms open 
boarded the bus and were on our.way to Rock Creek 
Park Here were the homes of Vice-President Rock- 
efeller and dozens of embassies of countries that have 
diplomatic relations with the United States 

Oyr stop here was Washington’s National Cathedral 
Its construction began in 1907 and it will be many years 
before if is completed. Its gothic style is most beau- 
tiful Prestyent Wilson and Admiral Dewey are among 
the well known ouried here. 

The tour took us through Georgetown, which ranks 
among éhe nation’s wealthiest places, on to Arlington 
Cemetery The Memorial Amphitheater, the elaborate 
grave of President Kennedy and the grave of Senator 
Robert Kennedy - with a simple white wooden cross - 
are popular places for tourist Nearby stands the 
Marine Corps Memorial showing servicemen raising

From here we went by the John F. Kennedy Center

The red apples from the orchard proved too delicious 
to pass up. The bus smelled like Christmas for several 
days! After the evening meal in Philadelphia, we paid 
a short visit to The Living History Center. Then north 
to Bristol, New Jersey for the night. 2 

Up and away - soon there was another truck stop 
cafeteria. Excellent food, but the rub came at the cash 
register. Coffee in a paper cup - 60 cents! 

Sight seeing was now by bus as we traveled through 
New Jersey on into New York State - detouring New 
York City. Soon greater New York skyline was visible, 
Miss Liberty, Yankee Stadium and north up Broadway. 

We were soon in the Hudson Valley. There are not 
enough adjectives to describe the beauty. These gor- 
geous colors were everywhere - covering the Catskills 
and the Aderondacks mountains. 

Lyndhurst, a gothic mansion on the Hudson, once 
owned by Jay Gould, the railroad tycoon, is a real show 
place. Across the way is Washington Irving’s home, 
Sunnyside. These mansions are historical sites. 

Our winding way up the Hucson, brought us-to West 


Point: A young cadet, whose parents attend Mr. Ab- 
botts church in Enterprise, met us in the chapel. He 
gave us a tour of the grounds. I was most impressed 
with the Cadet girls as well as the boys. They were 
so well groomed and looked so distinguished. 

Continuing north we were soon at Hyde Park. The 
family interest and the way of life are evident upon 
entering this historical mansion - home of the Roose- 
velts since early 1800. Here Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
the 32nd President, was born and grew to maturity. 
Here he brought his bride Eleanor, and here they raised 
their five children. It was from Hyde Park that he 
began his political career that stretched from New 
York State Senator to the White House. Hyde Park 
buzzed with chatter of children and conversation of 
distinguished guest - Kings, Queens, Prime Ministers 
and Ambassadors! 

Their graves are in the Rose Garden. A simple white 
marble marker with their names, births and deaths 
Stands a few feet away. The sun was gone - it was 
brisk and cold, but a few roses held their heads up 
with dignity. 

Not far from the garden is the Library or Museum. 
There are many other places of interest on the grounds. 

It was a long ride to Springfield, Mass. - but we 
made it. The Revolving Dining Room was open. That 
$1.45 glass of milk hit the spot! 

Sunday had caught up with us. So we stopped near 
church time on a mountain side in Mass. Mary Ruth 
Lewis led “How Great Thou Art,” and Mr. Abbott de- 
livered a most inspiring sermon. While he was preach- 
ing there was a knock on the bus door. A young man 
passed, saw the Alabama bus, thought it might be 
stranded, parked and walked some distance to offer his 
help. Northern hospitality! 

In Boston - first a tour of Old Ironside launched in 
1797 Then to the Common, on to the State House, Bos- 
ton's City Hall, Ben Franklin’s birthplace, Old South 
Meeting House (the Boston Tea Party) and the site of 
the first Public School in America in 1635. 

We entered the gate of Granary Burying Grounds 
where we saw the graves of Samuel Adams, Paul Re- 
vere and Mother Goose. We visited many other places 
of interest but the Old North Church was last on the 
agenda. On the night of April 18, 1775 two lanterns 
hung from the belfry signaled to patriots across the 
Charles River that the British were on their way by 
sea It was on this night Paul Revere made his famous 
ride 

Time had caught up with us - we were to spend the 
night in Waltham, Mass., so we turned south 

Before I left Elba I had written two friends in Boston 
a note giving the name of the hotel. When we were in 
the dining room, in walked Hazel and Evelyn. I had 
the pleasure of introducing them to our group. Oh, how 
they loved our South Alabama drawl! 

Some small snowflakes were falling next morning 
when we headed south through Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land, Delaware and New York State for the metropo- 
litan area of New York City Here people of various 
races and many countries have settled and adopted a 


.common culture About 12 out of every 100 persons 
in New York were born in another ccuntry. Among 
these 8 million people one sees much poverty, sani- 


tation problems, and many abandoned and decaying build- 
ings all over the city 

The Twin Towers - the 110 story World Trade Center - 
the Empire State building are two popular places for 
tourist on Manhattan Island. Rockefeller Center Plaza, 
Radio City Music Hall, St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Time's 
Square, Columbia University are just a few places of 
interest Central Park, the core of the city, was fas- 
cinating to view.

Zone of Privacy 

Be it ever so humble, every 
American home is protected by 
the Constitution against being 
searched without a warrant, But 
what about the area outside of 
the house itself? How far does 
the zone of privacy extend? 

The law says the zone includes 
whatever is “adjunct to the domes- 
tic economy of the family.” At the 
least, this would include a fenced: 
in yard or an attached garage, 
And, depending on the circum- 
stances, perhaps more. For exam- 
ple: 

In one case, police found stolen 
merchandise in a garage located 
behind—but separate from—the 
suspect's house. Brought to trial, 
the man pointed out that the gar- 
age was partly fenced in and was 
in regular use by his family. 

The court held it was part of 
the household operation, hence 
Within the constitutional shelter, 
and the evidence was thrown out. 

However, the zone of privacy 
does not necessarily include all 
the land that is adjaceny to the 
house. 

In a robbery case, an incriminat- 
ing gun had been discovered in a 
field about 80 yards from the de- 
fendant’s home. The field was 
part of his property, but it was 
not used by the family except for 
an occasional picnic. 

The court classified this as an 
“open field.” beyond the privacy 
zone. Accordingly, the gun was 
accepted into evidence and helped 
establish the defendant's guilt, 

Of course, if the police do have 
good reason for suspicion, they 
may obtain a search warrant from 
a court, Thus armed, they may 
lawfully search not only the 
grounds and the garage but the 
house as well 

For the Constitution does not 
forbid all searches, only those that 
are “unreasonable.” Ever since 
our constitutional beginnings, a 
search with a warrant has been 
held by the courts to be reason 
able,
